Flies, Agent 
Of Diseases

Wer typhidid fever was a 
much more prevalent dis- 
ense than it is at present, It 
was. known that the controt 
of flies was important in help- 
ing to ptevent the spread of 
this-condition since it could be 
carried by files. Of course, 
more {mportant was the con- 
tro) of mk and water supplies, 
to make sure that they were 


pure. 
It would seem that flies 
nowadays .are important in 
spreading ° other diarrhoeal 
diseancs. particularly what is 
known as bacillary dysentery, 


infection. : 

; DDT Used 

To show that files could 
carry this disease, a study was 
carried. out. The towns in the 
country were divided into two 
similar areas. One set of towns, 
was sprayed every six weeks 
with DDT. During this tlme, 
the number of flies in. the 
towns was determined — -by 
making perlodic counts, If it 
was noted that the ‘number of 
flies was increasing, treatment 
with the DDT was again car-" 
ried out, sometimes os often us 
twice a week, 

The other sct of towns was 
left untrented. Children of both 
towns were studied carefully 
by _making cultures of tha 
stools for the. Shigella germs, 
and a careful study was made 
of all deaths from. diarrhocal 
diseases, 

As the use of DDT progress- 
ed, a decrease In the number of 
cases of diorrhoen due to Shig- 
ella Infection in the treated 
towns, was noted. : 


Towns Roversed 

After a: period of time, tho 
treated and untreated towns 
were reversed; that {s, tho 
towns previously .treated were 
not sprayed, and, In the other 
towns, DDT spraying was cm- 
ployed. i : 

When this happened, the 
number of cases of diarrhoea in 
the sets of towns was also re- 
versed. In other ‘words, nas the 
number of . flies | Increased, 
dlarrhoen increased. ‘It would 
seem, therefore, that, there is 
a direct relationship: between 
the number of files: ond the 
spread of dfarrhotal {nfections, 
particularly the Shigella:. dy= 
sentery. °
